LONDON, February 27.—The War 


Office has received .the following dis= 
patch from Lord Roberts: 


"PAARDEBERG, Feb. 27, 7:45 a. m. 


—General Cronje and all of his force 
capitulated unconditionally, at day- 
light, and he is now a prisoner in my 
camp. 


The strength of his force will be 


communicated later. 
I hope that her 


majesty's government will consider 
this event satisfactory, occurring as 
it does on the anniversary of Hajuba." 


LONDON, Feb. 27, 4:38 p. m —The

' LONDON, Feb. 27, 5:02 P. M.—The War Office 
•has received tlie (following dispatch from L-ord 
Roberts: 


"PAARDEBEUCi, Feb. 27, 11 o'clock Tuesday 


morning.—From information furnished daily to 
II^L by the intelligence departnient it became ap- 
pa^-dt that General Oronje's force was becoming 
more depressed rind tihtit the discomeii't of t]ie 
troops and tlie discord 'among the leaders were 
rapidly increasing. 


"This feeling was doubtless accentuated by the 


disappointment caused when tlie Boer reinforce- 
ments which tried to relieve General Cronje were 
defeated by our troops .on February 23d. 


"I resolved, therefore, to bring pressure to bear 


upon the enemy. Each night the trenches were 
pushed forward toward the enemy's hiager so as 
to gradually contract his position, and at the same 
time I bom'barded it heavily with artillery, which 
was yesterday materially 'aided by tilie arrival of 
four 6-inch -howitzer's wMch I ;had ordered up from 
De Aar. 


"In carrying out these measures, a captive bal- 


loon gave great assistance by keeping u-s informed 
of the dispositions and movements of the enemy. 


THE BEAVE CANADIANS. 


•'At 3 A. M. 'today a mo'st determined advance 


was matte by the Canadian regiment and sumo en- 
gineers, supported by t;he Oorclon Highlanders 
and Second Bhropshires, resulting in our gaining 
a, point some 600 yards 'nearer the en'emy and 
within aib-otit eighty yards -of his -trendies, Where 
onr men intrenched themselves and -maintained 
their positions until morning,- a gallant deed 
worthy of our Colonial comrades, and which, I ani 
glad to say, was attended by comparatively sligh't 
loss. 


"This apparently clinched matters, for at day- 


light a letter signed toy Oonje, in which he stated 
tihat ihe surrendered unconditionally, was brought 
to s>ur outposts under a flag of truce. 


OBO3SPJE COMES INTO CAMP. 


"In my reply I told General Ci'o'nje he must pfe- 
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sent himself at my -camp a.nd that his forces must 
come out of their laager tafter laying d-own their 
arms. 


",By 7 A. M. I received General Ci-onje and dis- 


patched a telegram to yon announcing the fact. 
In the course -of conversation he asked for kind 
treatment iat our hand's, and -also that his wife, 
grandson, private secretary, ten adjutants and 
servants might accompany him wherever he might 
be sent. 


"I rc-assucod him and told libn* his request, 


would be complied wil.h. I informed him that a 
general lollicer would -be sent with him to Cape 
Town to insure his being treated with proper re- 
spect en route. Jri'e will 'start, this afternoon un-' 
der charge-of Major-General rrettyraan, who will 
'hand 'Mm over to the General commanding at 
''/ape Town. 


WILL BE SENT TO CAPE TOWN. 


"The prisoners, who number about 3,CIOO, will be 


formed into commandos under their -own officers. 
They will also leave here today, reaching the Mod- 
der river tomorrow, when they Avill be railed to 
Cape Town in detachments."

Speculation is rife as to how soon Lord "Roberts 
will lie able to -press on to Bloemfontein, but be- 
fore he- enters the capital of the Free State ho will 
undoubtedly have to 'Overcome a powerful force 
and lake'Strong intrenchments.. 


QUEEN'S CONGRATULATIONS. 


The news of General Oronje's surrender was re- 


ceived with unbounded satisfaction at Windsor. 
The Queen immediately telegraphed her congrat- 
ulations to Lord .Roberts and troops. There was 
a much more outward display of rejoiring in the 
provinces than in London. The Glasgow and. 
Liv- 


erpool stock exchanges were greatly excited. The 
members sang '-'Croil Save the Queen'-' repeatedly, 
and cheered for ''Little Bobs." Flags were liber- 
ally displayed on the municipal and house build- 
ings in all the large towns. 


Windsor was very jubilant at the news, which 


tire Queen dissvnihin!.-.! 'nmedinlelv aCtei- it 
reached her, and Hie inhabitants seized the occa- 
sion of-her majesty driving through the town on 
her way to take a train for a visit to the wounded 
South African s-oldiers at the Netley Hospital, to 
give vent to Hieir delight. 


The Queen, who was looking remarkably wr-11, 


showed evident signs of deep satisfaction, smiling 
c o n t i n u a l l y ami bowing in response to the con- 
gratulatory cheers greeting her on all sides. Her 
majesty took quantities of flowers to distribute to 
the wounded. 


All the garrison towns and naval ports received 


Hie news with the liveliest: satisfaction, soldiers, 
and sailors vying with each other in displays of 
delight.
